Reasons For Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-84 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed 
invention of high performance location management, as claimed by Applicant. 
Specifically, independent claims 1 , 23, 44, 62, and 76 disclose "each member of the set 
identifies a distinct classification of a geographical area and its geographical 
boundaries." 

3. The closest prior art of Davies (U.S. Patent Number 6,262,741 ; dated 17 July 
2001 ; class 345; subclass 423) teaches tiling of object-based geographic information 
system (GIS) but fails to teach or suggest "each member of the set identifies a distinct 
classification of a geographical area arid its geographical boundaries." To the extent 
that this feature is not found in the prior art cited by Examiner, independent claims 1 , 23, 
44, 62, and 76 are held to be allowable over the prior art of record. 
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4. Independent claims 68, 80, and 84 disclose "determining a minimum enclosing 
area in the coordinate system for the point". The closest prior art of Davies teaches tiling 
of object-based geographic information system (GIS) but fails to teach or suggest 
"determining a minimum enclosing area in the coordinate system for the point". To the 
extent that this feature is not found in the prior art cited by Examiner, independent 
claims 68 and 80 are held to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

5. Independent claims 74 and 75 disclose "compressing the converted geographic 
classification database and spatial index into a form capable of storage in the memory 
of a computer system". The closest prior art of Davies teaches tiling of object-based 
geographic information system (GIS) but fails to teach or suggest " compressing the 
converted geographic classification database and spatial index into a form capable of 
storage in the memory of a computer system ". To the extent that this feature is not 
found in the prior art cited by Examiner, independent claims 74 and 75 are held to be 
allowable over the prior art of record. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

C. Bowman-Amuah (U.S. Patent Number 6,081 ,51 8; dated 27 June 2000; class 
370; subclass 352) discloses a system, method and article of manufacture for 
cross-location registration in a communication system architecture. 

D. Shaffer, et al. (U.S. Patent Number 5,907,608; dated 25 May 1 999; class 379; 
subclass 21 1 .02) discloses an automatic routing and information system for 
telephonic services.
